MEMORIAL  AWARD  RENAMED 

One  of  the  most  difficult 
Wisconsin  numismatic  exhibit 
awards  to  win  is  the  Prieve 
Memorial  Award,  simply  be- 
cause the  award  is  given  for 
exceptional  numismatic  in- 
formation conveyed.  This 
means  that  the  best  of  show 
winner  does  not  necessarily 
win  the  award.  The  origin  of 
the  memorial  is  rooted  in 
the  tragic  death  of  NOW  sec- 
retary Delores  Stratton  of 
Kenosha,  in  1967.  Mrs.  Stra- 
tton in  a year  long  project 
had  put  the  widely  scattered 
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NOW  records  into  beautiful 
order,  and  for  the  first 
time  gave  real  definition  to 
NOW  historical  archives. 
V/ith  her  untimely  death  the 
enormity  of  her  effort  was 
revealed,  and  the  NOW  Board 
of  Governors  named  . the 
’’Black  Plaque”  in  her  honor,. 
During  the  NOV/  administra- 
tive upheaval  of  the  mid 
1970's,  the  memorial  award 
was  renamed,  remembering 
Harold  Prieve,  of  Portage,  a 
grass  roots  NOW  activist  who 
departed  from  life  at  the 
zenith  of  his  hobby  involve- 
ment. The  award  plaques, 
which  are  made  up  in  six 
year  incremats,  are  now  cal- 
led the  ’’Stratton  Prieve” 
memorial  award,  fittingly 
honoring  two  NOW  personages 
who  were  taken  from  the  hob- 
by, but  left  a rich  legacy 
of  their  work  and  good  will.

the  "inside  guard"  at  the 
bourse  area  would  not  let 
them  in,  the  robbers  used 
the  communication  breakdown 
between  the  hosting  facility 
and  the  security  committee 
of  the  host  coin  club  to 
gain  entrance.  Once  inside 
they  found  only  a single 
security  guard,  with  no  back 
up  by  the  host  club.  While

FRIEND  OR  FOE? 

By  Gordon  Gill  - WNWA 


Over  the  past  22  years 
or  so,  which  pretty  much 
covers  the  life  span  of  NOW, 
our  state  organization,  the 
orderly  and  precise  numisma- 
tic records  I keep,  and  have 
kept  since  my  involvement  in 
our  hobby,  have  come  under 
fire  by  "alleged11  hobby 
friends,  including  our  NOW 
News  editor.  My  records  have 
been  variously  described  as, 
"living  vicariously  in  the 
past",  and  other  nasty  th- 
ings, but  these  dog-eared 
old  ledgers  are  the  life  of 
the  party  when  collectors  of 
any  age  get  together,  espec- 
ially if  you  have  a mix  of 
the  veteran,  newcomer,  and 
intermediate  collectors, 
such  as  at  a coin  club  meet- 


ing. 

My  records  start  with  a 
ledger  dated  1922-1923?  and 
altho  notebooks,  margins  in 
books,  and  clippings  with 
information  penciled  around 
the  edges  are  also  part  of 
the  jumble,  a large  part  of 
the  first  days  of  my  collec- 
ting is  recorded  in  this 
ledger  while  working  at  Men- 


vnune  m; 


Here  are  a few  notes 
from  the  1922-1923  ledger 
which  cost  me  75$  back  then 
and  retails  at  $12.00  now:

The  old  ledger  has  some 
real  odds  and  ends  when 
viewed  by  todays  standards, 
but  in  1922  there  were  few 
numismatic  publications,  no 
Redbook,  or  world  coin  in- 
formation, The  real  reason 
for  the  ledgers  is  rooted  in 
my  45  working  years  vocation 
as  a pharmacist  where  pre- 
cise records  were  an  abso- 
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lute  necessity. 

One  other  interesting 
note  turned  up  in  au  April, 
1924  recording,  I bought  two 
boards  for  $1,25  (mahogany) 
later  made  two  large  cent 
displays  by  addition  of 
brass  nails,  approx,  10*  x 
15"  in  size.  The  brass  nail* 
were  driven  in  around  the 
edges  of  the  coins  to  hold 
them  to  the  display  boards* 
Liking  old  coins  and 
their  historys  id  basic  nu- 
mismatics, and  the  rash  of 
numismatic  collectors  turned 
"columnist"  in  the  hobb; 
publications  shows  keeping 
records  can  be  fun.  How 
where  do  you  stand,  friend 
or  foe?
